Student drinkers at 88 per cent

A special poll taken by The 
Pscer shows that 88 per cent 
“[campus residents drink 
alcoholic beverages of one 
*>ct or another, and that 76 per 
cent favor allowance of 
alcohol in dormitories. 

The poll, with a sample of 
>00 randomly selected dorm 
residents, involved a 10-item 
questionnaire that was mailed 
on February 11. SO 
questionnaires had been 
returned to The Pacer by 
yesterday, with other results 
being: 

•80 per cent of those who 
said that they did drink ad¬ 
mitted drinking both beer or 
wine and distilled liquors 11 
per cent said that they drank 
only beer or wine and nine per 
cent only distilled liquors 


*32 per cent said that 
considered themselves 
irregular drinkers (once per 
month or so), 32 per cent

Dr Ronald Classon.

"I don't think it's a 
problem here more than 
anywhere else, though The 
U6e of alcohol has probably 
increased, but it's just a 
reflection of a trend "

expert on the subject, but 
that drinking at the high 
school level had increased 
rapidly the past few years He

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Education cuts proposed

Higher education budget 
cuts, recommended last week 
by the state Senate Finance 
Ways and Means Committee, 
have resulted in various 
reactions from several 
segments of UTM 

Despite the passage of the 
one-cent sales tax in the House 
and Senate yesterday

sales tax. The bill on the one 
half cent sales tax went to the 
Senate floor yesterday. 

UTM Chancellor Larry T 
McGehee released a special 
report on UTM State 
Appropriations for 1976-77 on 
Friday and some UTM faculty 
members and student 
government officers traveled 
to Nashville this week to 
discuss the proposed cuts with 
legislators 

McGehee explained Senator 
Milton Hamilton's views on

The chancellor ex¬ 
plained that UTM fees are 
already the highest in the 
state for public institutions, 
and this would widen the gap 
further and probably cause a 
decline in enrollment. 

• Use a lower average for 
salary increases than the nine 
per cent that will be used at 
most other institutions, in 
state agencies, and in K-12 
salaries. This would mean a 5 
or 6 per cent average salary 
increase at UTM. 

•Dismiss some UTM per¬ 
sonnel: approximately 20 
maintenance and-or clerical

• Drop football at UTM 
"This idea would be far 
more palatable if the state 
required all public colleges 
except UTK and Memphis 
State to drop the sport,"

of THEC funding formulas 
and the base of new fund 
distribution in the Governor's

Post-flu symptoms 
remain in evidence

students during the past two 
week's flu epidemic, but many 
of the symptoms they are 
seeing now are post-flu 
symptoms. 

"liiis week we have been 
seeing a lot of students with 
post-flu symptoms: things the 
flu leave you with such as 
earaches, coughing, and 
running nose," Dr. Ira Porter, 
health clinic physician, stated 
"This particular flu is of a 
different strain: a more 
virulent flu that leaves more 
after effects." 

Harriet Westmoreland, 
clinic nurse, stated that 
reports on throat cultures 
takes will identify the strain. 

“Evidently the tlu was 
brought here from Memphis, 
and 75 per cent of the students 
we saw lived in the dor¬ 
mitories, ” Porter said. “This 
strain of flu has extreme 
respiratory and intestinal 
complications.” 

Last Wednesday the clinic 
initiated a new policy allowing 
the student to make an ap¬ 
pointment to see Dr. Porter, a 
change from the previous 
procedure of first-come first- 
to-be seen 

"To make an appointment, 
the student needs to call the 
clinic after 8am on the day 
they want to see Dr. Porter," 
Westmoreland said. “We will 
stick to the appointment times 
as much as possible, and 
believe it will cut waiting time 
considerable We will try this 
arrangemant " 


recognize that the sacrifices 
the Senate Committee has 
asked, on top of those already 
made the last two years, are

Computer system planned; 
energy savings expected

A new IBM System 7 
computer will be installed 
before July and is predicted to 
save the University over 
$202,000 in electricity costs by 
1981, Dr. Francis Gross, vice 
chancellor for business and 
finance, stated 

“The IBM system 7 is a 
power management system,” 
Gross said. “It is designed to 
save funds that would nor¬ 
mally be spent on electricity. 
The IBM people are 
estimating that it will save us 
10 per cent on electricity.” 

Gross explained that UTM's 
power bill is computed in two 
ways. It is composed of both 
the cost of the energy used, 
and the demand cost: which is 
computed on the basis of the 
maximum power demand 
during a particular time, 
usually a month. Gross ex 
plained that the faster the rate 
of flow of electricity or the 
higher the pull of electricity, 
the higher the electric bill 
would be He stated that the 
rest of the month’s bill was 
also computed on the basis of 
the highest rate of flow. 

"The system consists of a 
small computer programmed 
to constantly monitor the 
electrical demand that the 
University is using," Gross 
stated “When the demand 
approaches the maximum 
which we establish, then it 
starts selectively shutting 
down various electrical 
components in order that the 
established demand is not 
exceeded." 

Gross commented that the 
system will probably be 
initially hooked to six 
buildings. Humanities. Fine 
Arts, Engineering and 
Physical Sciences, Library, 


Brehm, and the University 
Center 

“Later on we will probably 
hook it to the new PE com¬ 
plex," Gross added. He said 
these were the buildings the 
IBM engineers determined 
were most suited for the 
Svstem 7 applications after a 
feasibility study of the 
University was conducted He 
said the buildings which were 
not included had too many 
major components that use a 
lot of the current, and the 
Education. Nursing and Home 
Economics Building did not 
have enough different current 
control units 

Gross explained that the 
buildings chosen had ap¬ 
proximately four or five 
different areas of control 

Gross said the system 
automatically shuts on and off 
different areas in the heating- 
cooling system. 

"The heating and cooling of 
the building is not affected," 
Gross said. “It keeps an 
established balance so the 
occupants should not even 
notice the difference " 

Gross explained that IBM is 
hoping to begin the initial 
installation of the computer’s 
supportive technical ap¬ 
paratus on April 15, and they 
are allowing until July to have 
the system fully operational 
He said the system will 
hopefully be finished sooner, 
but the time is being allowed 
for fine tuning 

“As far as I know, we're the 
first institution in the state 
that has such a system," Ross 
stated "The (UT) system's 
administration has been very 
encouraging.” He explained 
that if the system is successful 
at UTM other UT colleges 
may consider using it. 

Gross said other institutions 


that have the system had been 
contacted and they said they 
had either received the 
savings predicted by IBM or 
had received savings greater 
than those predicted 
Gross explained that the 
system will be hooked to 
buildings through telephone 
wires He said the University 
will probably rent the system 
for approximately the first 12 
months and that 45 per cent of 
the rental could be applied to 
the purchase price of the unit. 

“Under these projections 
(energy saving projections 
supplied by IBM) the system 
will completely pay for itself 
in less than 18 months,” Gross 
said A cumulative energy 
savings of $202,784.70 is 
predicted by IBM for the 
University by the end of the 
academic period 1980-81 
Gross commented that if the 
system does what it says, 
dollar per dollar it will be one 
of the most cost-effective 
measures taken to date.

Forms need clarification, 
not complete elimination 


Teacher evaluations, under heavy fire from 
some (acuity members, should nonetheless be 
retained as a positive method of allowing 
student input into the educational process 

Some students admittedly could care less 
about the evaluations, and their influence on 
the evaluation system has not been favorable 
other students use the evaluations to elevate 
their favorite teachers and downgrade the ones 
they don't like, and this too is bad The students 
need this opportunity for expression, however, 
and the minority which abuse the right should 
not eliminate the process 

One problem with the present system is the 
departmental discrepancies as to who must be 
evaluated One department, for example, 
requires all non-tenured faculty to be evaluated 
but allows the tenured ones to skip such 
evaluations Input is needed before non 
tenured faculty members are granted what 
amounts to a lifetime contract, assuredly, and 
evaluations are one way of gamering such 
input It is asinine to assume, however, that 
tenured faculty need no input or improvement 
They may not be able to be fired, and they may 
not change their teaching methods even if 
faced with evaluationary suggestions The 
information should be available, though, to 
those faculty members professional enough to 


strive for academic excellence, irregardless of 
the number of years experience The ones who 
refuse to change, then, have no one to blame 
but themselves 

Another problem with the present system is 
the fact that all evaluations are given during 
the same period of time Even those students 
desiring to be honest in their evaluations tire of 
them after filling out four of five in a week If 
passible.the evaluations should be "staggered’ 
so current evaluations could be kept, and 
departments could go through the process at 
different times The current oneshot profusion 
should be eliminated if the evaluations are to be 
maximally effective 

The evaluation forms themselves need 
evaluating, too Many of the questions are 
vague, and many others invite comparison to 
other teachers - the' rank your teacher" 
question, for instance Teachers, as well as 
courses, are individualistic and most com¬ 
parisons are odious Higher education should 
not be treated like an instant coffee taste 
commercial 

From a teacher’s point of view, the 
evaluations might not be desired or necessary 
From the student's angle, however, it is (or 
should be) an essential part of a college ex¬ 
perience The teachers’ reasons for not wanting 
them are just not palatable 



Low committee budget 


is non-palatable excuse 


The Speakers Committee, in past years one 
of the University’s most productive com¬ 
mittees. has apparently allowed an inadequate 
budget to stunt its efforts to bring quality and 
interesting speakers to UTM. 

The committee’s budget, set at $2000 for this 
academic year, is admittedly too small for the 
committee to sponsor any "big-name" 
speakers, many of whom charge more than 
$2000 for one appearance With the financial 
situation as it is campus-wide, such speakers 
could not realistically have been expected The 
committee is not to blame for this situation 

It does seem, however, that the committee 
has done little to minimize a bad situation Paul 
Harvey, who is undoubtedly in the “big name" 
class, was contacted by the committee, but was 
found to be too expensive at $5000 Instead of 
going after another quality speaker, however, 
the committee apparently decided to just 
spread their $2000 around in several small 
projects The result has been a year lacking 
noticeably in attractive speakers 

An example of where the money has gone is 
the Bicentennial programming on campus The 
committee has budgeted $800 for Bicentennial 
activities of one sort of another. 40 percent of its 


budget While the Bicentennial is certainly a 
worthy project, it would seem that the campus 
Bicentennial Committee would sponsor most 
such activities without needing almost half nf 
the Speakers Committee's yearly allolmen' rhe 
question arises as to why there are even two 
committees this year if they are serving the 
same function 

The speaker void is highlighted by the fact 
that other campus groups are sponsoring ex¬ 
cellent speakers Phi Kappa Phi will have 
Secretary of Health. Education, and Welfare 
David Matthews speak next week, and several 
other campus groups have sponsored such 
speakers as Tennessee Representative Robin 
Beard, lieutenant governor John Wilder, and 
state House Speaker Ned McWherter While 
these are assuredly political figures, they are 
superior to anything the Speakers Committee 
has offered. The spring visit of Anthony Quayle 
will probably be the year's best, and he is 
coming primarily for English classes. 

If the Speaker’s Committee is to remain 
active on campus, and it should definitely do so. 
it needs additional funds. It also needs a 
committee with members willing to milk the 
most out of a tight budget and not use that as an 
excuse for sub-par results.

K-5 report by JOHN MATHENIA 


As I was walking across the 
quadrangle one afternoon last 
week. 1 heard some shouts 
Looking in the direction of the 
sounds, I saw a group of white 
helmeted men carrying 
nightsticks They were 
standing on the sidewalk in 
front of the Sociology 
Building. Farther down the 
sidewalk was another group of 
people and the men wearing 
the helmets and wielding the 
sticks began to advance on 
this group 

I was, at first, alarmed by 
what I saw It was a glimpse 
into the not too distant past 
and brought back some rather 
unpleasant memories of a 
very turbulent and violent 
period of my life 

I spent a lot of time in the 
Washington, D.C. area from 
1967-1971, both in military 
service and later as a student 
at the College Park campus of 
the University of Maryland I 
had the dubious privilege of 
being in Washington when 
most of the major riots, 
marches, moratoriums, etc., 
took place. I listened, along 
with thousands, to Dr. King 
speak at the Lincoln Memorial 
and I saw the city in flames 
after he was murdered l 
watched the flower children 
invade the Pentagon and put 
their flowers in the barrels of 
the soldiers guns and I 
remember when, at another 
place and another time, the 
soldier fired their weapons 
and people died. 

In those days riots and 
demonstrations, not 
necessarily the same thing, 
were common all over the 
country, but Washington, by 
definition, was the best place 
to bring your protests When 
the protest groups came to 
town they usually turned to 
the local universities for 
logistical and moral support 
They were welcomed with 
open arms; all you needed 
was a protest sign or a Viet 
Cong flag to be given shelter 

College Park was a popular 
rear base camp for many 
protest groups because of its 
close proximity to the Capitol 
and because the Maryland 
students were usually very 


supportive. Unfortunately, the 
highly visible activists 
seemed to attract the police 
and national guard as a flame 
attracts a moth and soon after 
the protest groups arrived, the 
authorities followed When the 
police and soldiers came, they 
brought tear gas with them 
Tear gas is not discriminatory 
about ;who it affects It 
doesn’t care if you are black, 
white or yellow; long-haired, 
short-haired, or bald,; or 
w hether are involved in a riot 
or just walking over to the 
Student Center for lunch-it 
makes everybody extremely 
uncomfortable. 1 spent four 
years in Uncle Sam’s army 
and we went to the gas range 
for training at least once a 
year, but we were allowed to 
wear gas masks When we go! 
gassed at College Park, only 
the people wearing uniforms 
had masks. 

Sometimes it was very 
difficult to get to classes at 
College Park, with all of the 
rioters and anti-rioters run¬ 
ning around amidst the 
obligatory tear gas I missed 
several classes due to my 
reluctance to face the mini¬ 
war going on outside. When I 
did get to class, it was still 
very hard to concentrate on 
Western Civilization when 
modern history was occurring 
outside the window. The life of 
a student at College Park was 
interesting and socially 
revelant but not very 
productive in the academic- 
sense. As I said before (long 
before), I was alarmed when I 
saw the riot police on our nice, 
quiet little campus.

strongly", with not answering 
being those who are 
“satisfied.” 

“It helps to point out that 
some of these figures reflect 
answers relying on per¬ 
ceptions of students," he 
stated. "It is not meant to be 
factual." 

Zachry did say that it could 
be said with the 95 per cent 
confidence level that at least 
twice as many students want 
alcohol leagalized in the 
dorms, and that “it could be 
more than that.” Using the 
same statistically significant 
95 per cent confidence level, 
he said that it was “too close 
to call" on the issue of student 
center beer sales and whether 
or not drinking had increased 
for most students since en 
tering UTM. The closeness of 
the results in those areas 
makes it impossible to prove 
student preference one way or 
another, Zachry commented, 
and the results could reverse 
if another poll were taken. 

He did say that the results 
showing the number of 
students who drink were 
statistically significant 

“At the minimum, you have 
to say that there is at least a 
four to one margin of students 
who say that they drink as 
those who say they don’t," he 
explained. “In terms of what 
this represents, it shows very 
significantly that more people 
drink than don't.”

results of the poll would have 
been more accurate had the 
entire 100 students responded, 
but that they could be in¬ 
terpreted as somewhat 
representative, if not totally 

“I think as far as the way 
The Pacer sampled, it was a 
pure random sample,” 
Zachry stated. “I’m a little 
leery on the basis of a 50 per 
cent response, however. It 
derandomizes your random 
sample. 

"On the other hand, you 
don't have a purely haphazard 
sample where you just walked 
out and asked the first 50 you 
ran into,” he added “50 
responses is a realistic 
amount, especially with all of 
the other polls that have been 
taken lately The only thing 
you can’t be sure about is 
whether 50 students are really 
indicative of the 2500 that live 
on campus.” 

Zachry said that many 
times the only respondents to 
such a poll are "those who feel

Among the list he included 
various oil companies.IBM 
Southern Bell, and Proctor 
and Gamble He emphasized 
that the big companies were 
the ones currently hiring to a 
greater extent 

Mentioning teaching as a 
career, he explained that jobs 
were very "tight" al the PhD 
level The reason was that 
teaching is a very popular 
area in this field and that 
more and more people are 
turning to this higher degree 
He continued by saying thal 
job possibilities in higher 
degree teaching are very 
limited 

"If a person is interested in 
going to graduate school then 
he can look forward to the 
possibilities of a very light 
market." he said 

Johnson said that the 
GPA was as important as the 
student himself in playing a 
role in finding a job for the 
student. He said that many of 
the major companies who 
might be looking at a par¬ 
ticular person for a future 
managerial position would 
look at him from all angles, 
his GPA as well as his per¬ 
sonality 

He stated that he was not 
sure the starting salaries for 
jobs in this area but that it 
would probably depend on the 
company and the 
qualifications of the in¬ 
dividual. 

"The field of mathematics 
as a whole is not closing up," 
he said. “One piece of 
evidence of this is that it has 
been predicted that more 
engineers will soon be needed 
than are being produced.” 

As far as the area of com¬ 
puter science is concerned, 
Johnson said that it was 
"wide open " 

“Computer science has a 
rosier outlook than does 
mathematics," he said. 
"There are a lot of jobs 
opening up here. I don't see 
this field closing up any too 
soon." 

Johnson listed a minimum 
salary for first year jobs in : 
computer science as being 
around $13,000 He added thal 
the amount would fluctuate 
according to how much ex¬ 
perience the person has, as 
well as his overall 
qualifications. 

Dr Muriel D Tomlinson, 
chairman of the modern 
foreign language department, 
could not be reached due to 
illness, but assistant orofessor 
Edmundo Robaina said that 
field ODDortuniiies in this area 
are just as open as any of 
the others He stressed the 
fact that there were several 
areas which the foreign 
language major could go into. 

UTM offers a Bachelor of 
Arts degree in French and 
Spanish and a minor in 
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French, German, and 
Spanish 

"States such as Texas, New 
York, and California look for 
their future employees to be 
bilingual for this is where jobs 
are available that will require 
a person to know 
more than just one language." 
Robaina said 

He also mentioned teaching 
in that there is a big need for 
foreign language instructors 
in virtually all levels of 
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education; high school, 
college etc. He said this is 
a field which would be open for 
a long time. 

Robaina listed a number of 
jobs outside of teaching which 
use foreign language majors 
quite often. They are: Airline 
stewardess-steward, bilingual 
secretary, customs in¬ 
spector. diplomat, hotel 
manager, journalist, 
lawyer, radio announcer. Red 
Cross, social worker, tran¬ 
slator, along with work in the 
United Nations and United 
States Government. 

The physical sciences 
department will undergo a 
change for next year, ac¬ 
cording to chairman Harry P. 
Houff Up through this year he 
said that geography and 
geology were two distinct 
majors but as of next year the 
two will be combined to form a. 
major in geo-science. He said 
that in the past the student 
majoring in physical sciences 
has had a choice of four 
possible areas of 
specialization: geology, 
geography, geology-geogr¬ 
aphy combination, and the 
special liberal arts program 
where a person may major in 
any particular area as he 
wishes with the consent of the 
School of Liberal Arts 

There are approximately 25- 
10 students seeking the BS or 
BA degree in physical 
sciences. In geography, they 
have a choice of going into 
urban planning, anything to 
do with natural resources, 
cartography, and mineral 
locations, etc. In geology, the 
student has many of the same 
choices such as resources, 
environmental problems, and 
petroleum geology 

“There are not really any 
areas that are closed down 
right now,” Houff said. “And 
actually, areas dealing with 
the environment are the most 
open. Most of the areas, 
especially geophysics. are 
really expanding." 

Houff explained that the 
GPA is important to the 
physical science major to the 
extent that the better the 
GPA, the better the chance of 
the student getting a good job 
and getting his choice of jobs 

Salaries, he said, started 
roughly at around $12-13,000 
and go up rapidly with ex¬ 
perience. After many years of 
training, he said the student 
could hope for a salary of as 
much as $25-$30,000 

Dr David A Gib- 
son,chairman of the depart¬ 
ment of psychology and 
religious studies, said there 
are roughly 100-120 students 
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explained 


majonng in this area on 

campus The BS and BA 

degrees are offered in 

psychology, but only minors 
are offered in religious studies 
and philosophy 
"There are not a whole 

heckuva a lot of possibilities 
for the BS or BA 
psychologist," he said “There 
are a few places which are 
hiring psychology technicians 
but these are few and far 
between Jobe are very scarce 


in Kentucky and Tennessee in 
this field 

"Students wishing to work 
as a psychologist should plan 
on going to graduate school 
and keep their grades high." 
he continued “A minimum nf 
the master’s degree is nec¬ 
essary for the psychologist ." 

Gibson cited many things 
that are helpful in preparing a 
person for a career as a 
psychologist such as the news 
media, television, and the 
ministry. He said anything 
dealing with people would 
help in a person’s training to 
become a psychologist. He 
stressed interpersonal 
relationships as being the key 
to the training. 

"Just because a person has 
a degree in psychology does 
not assure him of a job,” he 
stressed “Employers are 
looking for some background 
experience as well as a 
degree. And equally im¬ 
portant is a person's own 
personality and how he goes 
out and pursues a job.” 

He cited some salaries for 
this field as being around 
$9,500-$10,000 for the master's 
degree and $11,000 for the 
PhD. He said after a few years 
of experience the psychologist 
could expect $24-$25,000. He 
continued by saying that there 
are certain industrial 
positions which employ 
doctoral psychologists, and 
these psychologists have been 
known to make as much as 
$40-$60,000 per year 
Gibson concluded by saying 
that the UTM programs in 
philosophy and religious 
studies are not stepping stones 
to a career, rather, they are 
used as good preparation for 
more advanced study in the 
same field or for preparation 
in another field completely. 

There are 230 students in the 
department of sociology and 
anthropology, according to 
department chairman Stanley 
B Williams. 

As in many other fields. 
Williams stated that the main 
open areas here is in teaching. 
He said other fields which are 
taking employees are per¬ 
sonnel and research. 

Williams explained that 
sociology is divided into two 
different groups, applied 
sociology (social worki and 
pure sociology per se. Of the 
two, he said the major 
demand is in the area of social 
work. He explained that social 
work is one of the most 
demanding fields in sociology. 

Criminal justice, which is 
included in this department, 
concentrates on three areas, 
law enforcement, courts, and 
corrections. There are ap¬ 


proximately 320 majors in 
criminal justice 

"At this point the job 
market in criminal justice 
contains a greater demand 
than the present supply now 
being trained,” he said 'This 
is true for all three areas of 
criminal justice." 

The GPA in this depart 
ment, he noted, is rather 
important Those students 
who have the GPA of 3.0 or 
better have a much better 
opoortunitv of findine a ennd 
job The employers lake not 
only of the grad but also of the 
personality and overall 
character of the person The 
employee's ability to relate to 
other people is considered a 
great deal 

He said the social worker 
with the bachelor's degree 
normally starts out at around 
$0-310,000. while the criminal 
justice students begin at 
around $9,000 and work up to 
around $16,000. depending on 
whether his job is with a 
federal, stale .or local agency. 

He announced that one 
requirement of the social 
worker which is not commonly 
known is the fact that before 
the student can obtain a 
degree in this field he must 
take a quarter of field work, 
termed “internship." 

One further announcement 
was that although an¬ 
thropology was only a minor 
at this point one of the 
department's goals is to ob¬ 
tain a major in anthropology 
within the next two years 

"This demand for an¬ 
thropology is rapidly in¬ 
creasing," he said. "We have 
approximately 120 students 
minoring in anthropology at 
this point. Out of a recent 
survey we found out that 80 of 
these minors said they would 
be majoring in anthropology if 


it was offered." 

"One thing thal is really 
uncertain at this point is what 
the job status is going to be 
like ten years from now," Dr 
Milton Simmons, dean of 
Liberal Arts, said “Many jobs 
will be open that are not in 
existence today. The more 
uncertain the future ia oc 
cupationally. the more we 
should be concerned with 
flexibility." 

Simmons stated that there 
was a great deal of vocational 
training and interest in 
Liberal Arts. He said that 
more than one out of every 
three students enrolled in 
Liberal Arts is in a pre- 
professional program and that 
another 200 are in criminal 
justice and social work. 

“One thing to keep in mind 
is the career alternatives," he 
said. "It's hard lo say what 
the future will be like because 
of the rate of change 

"Education is not a task to 
be completed but a process to 
be continued,” he explained 
"We are forced with necessity 
to work to stay current in our 
fields. Some people believe 
they'll go to college for four 
years and they'll get a job, but 
this is unrealistic We need to 
emphasize flexibility and the 
ability to adapt. 

"This is one of the ad¬ 
vantages to Liberal Arts," he 
continued, "because in 
Liberal Arts is emphasized 
things such as literary 
development, personal skills, 
and above all the person 
learns how lo learn, the skill of 
learning itself 

“The central task of 
education is greater than job 
training or acquisition.," he 
concluded "There is always 
something lo be said for the 
exploration of one’s in¬ 
terests."

The UTM Pacers saw their 
hopes of an invitation to the 
NCAA tournament dashed by 
dropping a pair of two-point 
games to Jacksonville State 
(76-74) and North Alabama 
(59-56) after defeating Troy 
State (68-66) earlier this week 

The Pacers avenged an 
earlier lost at the hands of 
Troy State's Trojans by 
coming from behind to edge 
the visitors in a action-packed 
game. The Trojans scored the 
first ten points of the game, 
but the Pacers came back to 
knot the score at 16 and 26 
before reeling off eight con¬ 
secutive points to take a 34-27 
lead to the locker room The 
zone defenses employed by 
both teams resulted in ex¬ 
tremely poor shooting per¬ 
centages in the half 

The second half featured 
four ties and six lead changes 
while the largest lead by 
either team was the seven- 
point advantage the Pacers 
enjoyed at the half. UTM took 
the lead for good at 61-60 with 
less than two minutes 
remaining in the game. After 
Troy State tied the score, the 
Pacers ran the clock down and 
Larry Carter took the final 
shot that “swished" through 
the net. beating the buzzer, to 
give UTM their 17th victory of 
the season - a new school 
record This breaks the old 
record of 16 set during the 
1954-55 season when the 
Pacers, under the leadership 
of Floyd Burdette, finished 18 
3. 

The official record for this 
year went to 15-6 which breaks 
the old UTM record for wins in 
a season over four-year 
colleges (14 in the 1969-70 
campaign). Larry Carter (18), 
Mike Baker (13), Terry 
Pearcy (11), and Thomas 
Partee (10) were the top point 
getters for UTM, while Carter, 
Baker, and Don Elliott led the 
rebounders with 12, 7 and 7 
respectively. David Felix (24 
pts.) Carl Hollis (14 pts. - 11 
reb.), and Marvin Sales (11 
pts-15 reb.) paced the losers. 

"Troy State is extremely 
quick and aggressive," Coach 
Robert Paynter commented.

"One is to pass a full-cent 
sales tax The other is to pass 
a half-cent tax increase, 
reduce the percentage paid 
the sales tax collectors, in¬ 
crease the severance tax or

rope to the “Swiss seat.” Two 
ropes, 120 feet long, with a 
braking strength of 3840 
pounds are used together in 
descending from the wall. 
These are looped twice 
through the snap link at¬ 
tached to the seat. The pur¬ 
pose of looping the ropes twice 
is to provide enough friction so 
that the person will not fall too 
rapidly. Leather gloves are 
worn lo keep the friction from 
burning the person's hands 
When the person is hooked 
up to the ropes he then backs 
to the edge of the building 
with his heels hanging over 
and starts to lower his body, 
keeping his legs straight One 
hand is used to hold the rope 
behind the person's back to 
act as a brake to stop their 
descent. Then the person 
begins to walk down the wall, 
letting just enough rope slide 


through! the brake hand as 
needed 

Two safety personnel are at 
the top of the ropes to make 
certain everyone is hooked up 
correctly and one person is at 
the bottom of each rope By 
pulling on the rope, he can 
stop a person should he start 
to fall.
